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A Misterzu may be a doctrinaire, and yet be 
humane. The dull, dry figures of statistics and the 
rigid rules of law have a tendency to harden the 
heart, but not to obliterate it altogether. There are 
some men, however, deeply read in statates and 
amorous of red-tapery. Too indolent to think, and 
without intellect to invent, they take for granted 
rules laid down by public writers, and then become 
statesmen, partly by accident of birth, and partly 
because they have no feeling. Mr. Cardwell was 
asked whether Government was aware that great 
distress prevailed in the South-west of Ireland, and 
had the Cabinet taken any measures to prevent the 
starvation of the people. Mr. Cardwell has been 
recruitipg himself after his brief visit to Ireland at 
Brighton. Like Mr. Fairlie, he cannot bear to be 
annoyed. The very mention of Ireland jarred upon 
his fine-strung nerves, and, without a word of pity 
or commiseration, he declared that the Cabinet of 
which he is a member intended to do nothing, 
but to leave the starving people to the operation of 
the Poor Law. ( 

Perhaps, some time or other, Mr. Cardwell may 
visit Erris for a few days’ shooting. In Mayo there 
are nearly half a million acres of waste land, the 
home of the hare, the plover, and the snipe. When 
he can be induced to leave Brighton and investi- 
gate the ccuntry of which he is the State Secretary, 
he may discover that the poorhouses in Mayo are 
distant from the scene of destitution ; that there are 
wild tracts of bog, and fen, and mountain, which 
hem it in; that to hundreds the physical exertion 
necessary to reach the workhouse door is an impos- 
sibility. Should this English Whiggling demean 
himself so far as to converse with the poor people 
whose interests he is paid to protect, he may learn 
that the people of Erris and Tyrawly are a peculiar 
race; that they are not, like the poor of his own 
native place, familiar with the workhouse ; and that 
they would sooner die, and do die, than let it be 
said of their descendants that their fathers withered 
away in the workhouse. At present, like Gallio, 
Mr. Cardwell cares for none of these things. He 
has been taught a set of iron rules, and dare not ven- 
ture beyond them. Poor Laws,” hesays, are laws for 
“the poor; if the severity of the seasons or the care- 
“ lessness of man bring the poor to starvation point, 
“they must be left to the operation of the poor Law. 
That is, they must be left to die; they are mere 
Irish; if they do perish, it is merely a vile damnum. 
No one will impeach the Irish Secretary because he 
refused to help some starving thousands of Irish, It 
is useless to tell a Minister, bound up and swathed in 
red-tapery, that they who can are selling their little 
all, and flying from the country as from a doomed 
land. Still more useless to hint that a time is coming 
when every man will be wanted, and that the waste, 
the moor, the plover, and the leveret, are poor sub- 
stitutes for farms and men. 

This is harder now because the English Irish 

succeeded to an Irish nobleman whodid not 

spend his leisure time in Brighton. Whatever may 
have been the faults of Lord Naas, they were not 
those of Mr. Cardwell. Lord Naas was ever ready 
to listen to representations conveyed by gentlemen 
of any party; he was diligent inthe business of his 
office; the moment there was a respite from Parlia- 
mentary duties, he was to be found in Dublin Castle. 
Many have thought he was too easy of access, and 
too ready to sympathise with those who had a cause. 
No man ever met the curt response, the cold reply, 
the stern rigidity of a statesman in a steel jacket. 
If Lord Naas could remedy an evil, he remedied it ; 
if not, he had, at least, words of kindness. His sue- 
cessor despises Ircland and Irishmen; his heart is 
elsewhere; he cannot be expected to feel for those 
takes no thought to understand.

The Times on the Prize Fight for the Cham- 
pionship :— 

The low, the disgusting, the immoral practice of 
prize-fighting as we have been accustomed to consider 
it, has suddenly resumed its interest for, we may truly 
suy, every class of the population. If an Archbishop 
and a Chief Justice 22 on Tuesday evening, we 
will venture to say they would not have falked for ten 
minutes without some mention of the “ Champion’’ 
and the “ Benicia Boy.” For weeks the general know- 
ledge of society respecting “ the noble art of self-de- 
fence” has been on the increase. But a short time 
since we were most of us painfully ignorant on this 
great subject. Living in a state of utter respectability, 
many of us were unaware that England had a cham- 
pion, or else thought that the office was hereditary in 
the family of Dymoke. 

An enlightened foreigner passing along the Strand on 
Tuesday afternoon must have been strangely puzzled. 
Crowds thronged the streets, and a t the 
doors of the newspaper offices, where the sheets, wet 
from the press, were distributed to eager buyers. On 
every countenance there was an expression of excite- 
ment, violent discussions were going on, and triumph 
or chagrin was in the air of each, What could it be 
about? Such an assemblage was hardly witnessed 
when the crown of Louis Philippe fell into the gutter, or 
when the Allies stormed Sebastopol. Surely, Louis 
Napoleon had threatened the Rhine, or at least the 
British Cabinet had fallen a victim to some internal 
feud! No; it was simply that two professional 
gladiators had mauled each other for two hours that 
morning, and the newspapers were publishing the 
narrative with more or less felicity of slang. 
To see this encounter a large body of people 
had started from town before dawn, in a train 
supplied by a decorous and digtiified railway company; 
and, though the whole civil force of the South of Eng- 
land were on the alert, the fight had taken place. The 
continental might well wonder at the civilisation and 
the administrative system of the country in which he 
had arrived. But it is not only strangers who are asto- 
nished at the occurrence of such an event in our 
advanced stage of civilisation. Many excellent per- 
sons among our own countrymen are shocked at the 
outbreak of s and the sudden revival of tastes 
which it was thought that education had banished 
from society. Weare asked how it is that such pro- 
ceedings as those of Tuesday pase without the denun- 
ciation of the public press— why the conniving 
Executive, the abetting railway company, and the 
whole band of gentlemen who assisted at the 
terrible sight, are not held up to reproach, as they 
deserve. We answer that the very universality of 
the interest taken in the fight is a proof that 
the exhibition was different from others of 
its kind. Thousands of people read the narrative we 
published yesterday who probably had not for years, or 
perhaps in their lives, perused the details of a prize 
fight. Their curiosity was roused, not by prize-fighting 
generally, but by the circumstances of this singular en- 
counter. We have no fear that the result will be to 
restore the faded glories of the prize ring. The wel- 
ing is that the whole affair is an anomaly as much as 
the Eglinton Tournament; that one such display is 
enough, and that the pugilistic fraternity must not ex- 
pect magisterial forbearance if they attempt to repeat 
it. As to the argument that prize fighting is a disgrace 
to civilisation, we will merely observe that there are 
other institutions equally odious to the moral sense, and 
yet cherished by monarchs, blessed by priests, smiled 
upon by ladies, and shouted for by mobs. A standing 
pnd is in the eye of a 8 only an assemblage 
of Sayerses and Heenans. Take that of France, for in- 
stance, ever ready to cut the throats of any number of 
people, foreigners or countrymen, at the order of a 
single man. It has its rules and traditions, like the 
prize ring, and the chief of these is that it should accept 
as“ the enemy” any nation or any body of men pointed 
out by its commander. 

Whether it be a battle between pugilists on a county 
border, or a war between empires for the supremacy of 
Eurepe, men will interest themselves iu the struggles 
of strength and courage. Nor is poor Tom Sayers 
standing up against his gigantic antagonist, and coming 
up round after round to receive “ punishment,” an un- 
worthy object of admiration. These men display in 
their miserable trade qualities which on a better fleld 
make individuals and nations great. That amid de- 
bauchery, and drunkenness, and petty gambling 


these virtues of courage, endurance, and fair 
lay should be cultivated, and carried. to their 
Bighest point, shows that there is, indeed, a 


soul of goodpess in things evil. 
have many a better arena for rivalry than the boxers’ 
ring, but still nations without great qualities could not 
have brought together two men willing to pass t h 
such an ordeal as the terrible fight of Tuesday. Nor 
are there wanting fields of contention which, though 
more reputable than the prize ring, are not more 
worthy of our regard. The les of progress would 
bring us to a state in which all worldly success, all 
distinction, all influence over mankind would depend 
only on shrewdness and quickness, applied principally 
to the acquisition of wealth. Yet, what is 72 
but a fight, and a fight in which the laws of fair play 
are too often rded? When we see the manufac- 
turer distancing his rival by the sale of short measures, 
sia —— rich by a bubble which ruins 
hu s when it bursts, we cannot think that a world 
where such men flourish will have any reason to boast 
even though the prize ring be a forgotten institution.

Sayers played his 
sc first, one oí Heenan's eyes closed, then the 
other, and the spectators saw that Sayers must win. 
Sayers' strength was by this time done up. Heenan was 
blind, but with undiminished vigour. Sayers ducks, and 
is caught round the neck un Heenan’s left arm. 
Heenan raiseshim off the ground, and is evidently strang- 
ling him across the rope ; another lift, and life is gone, 
when the crowd rush in, the umpire abandons the ring, 
and a merciful Previdence interferes to prevent a ver- 
dict of homicide being returned by a Hampshire jury 
against the Benicia Boy. But do not fancy that the 
mob—for, of however high birthor exalted position its 
several members may be, it can be called by no other 
name—thus rush in to save the life of a fellow-being. 
No! Higher interests, in their eyes, are at stake; the 
bets run high—higher in favour of Sayers; his friends 
are anxious to save their money, and break the ring 
to avert their losses; and the backers of Heenan, 
knowing well that if the fight be renewed, Sayers 
must win, submit to the drawn fight, and help to 
create the tow. Will this abominable scene be renew- 
ed? The fight is undecided ; will the authorities now 
interfere? It is ridiculous to say that the police could 
not have prevented it. Every inhabitant of London 
knew that the fight was to come off on the 16th, or 
morning of the 17th. Any possessor ofa three pound 
ticket was permitted to be present, and the arrange 
ments for disposing these tickets had no systery about 
them. Police were on the platform when the train 
started from London Bridge ; patrols of mounted police 
met the train at stated points ; the Hampshire 
police, for three quarters of an hcur, were present at 
the scene, and, forsooth, failed to break the ring. To- 
be-sure, to throw the moralising public off its guard, a 
feint was made some days ago to stay the contest by ar- 
testing Heenan ; but, when the magistrates got posses- 
sion of him, they bound him over in such penalties as 
were but a drop in the bucket of the profits of the pro- 
ceedings. For, after payment of the expenses of the 
special train, the remainder was divided equally between 
the fighters, and amounted, at least, to £1,500 for each 
man. But, though Heenan was arrested, Sayers, whose 
training ground every one knew, was allowed to be at 
ease. n the eve of the fight it was well known that he 
was sleeping in Gower-street, in the house of his prin- 
cipal backer, Gideon; and Heenan’s local habitation was 
equally known. The whole proceedings werea burlesque 
on police arrangements. One result of the fight has 
been, that civilisation has retrograded at least half a 
century. — We have in vain put down cock-fightingand 
bull-baiting, since we allow the voice of hu blood to 
ery to us from the ground. Yesterday, as sdon as news 
reached town, the newspaper offices were besieged. In 
every street, enterprising Yankees—they were iu at- 
tendance at the fight in the proportion of one to three 
were describing, with zealous animation, to admiring 
crowds, the doings of their countryman, and demanding 
the victory. Every passer-by was evidently gloating 
over the details of the brutal scene. In the evening, 
crowds beset the offices of the sporting papers, who 
issued special publications, and, in their anxiety to se- 
cure early copies, debarred all egress or ingress to such 
a degree that each paper, within a few yards of the door, 
sold for twice and three times its price ; and then the 
comments of men, at other times seriously-minded, had 
a horrific tendency. The umpire—the proprietor of Bell's 
Life—was accused of improper motives in not having 
allowed Heenan to “/finish’’ Sayers. He had, they 
alleged, bet high on English pluck ; he had given the 
prestige of his journal to home-reared science ; and this 
caused him to abandon the impartiality with which he 
should have otherwise handled the scales of judgment. 
No thought was allowed for human life; and, ifa human 
being dare say what would have been best for erring man, 
one would venture to hope that Sayers had met his end. It 
would have delivered the world of a more fel! 
ruffian than ever graced a gallows tree ; it would have 
given the law a chance of delivering the world of another; 
and it would have put a stop, tor the next half century, 
to such brutal exhibitions in this coun At present 
there is something fiendish in the feelings which cause 
the eye to kindle at the description of the 
fight, the’ breast to swell, and the whole ani- 
mal to be wrought up into a height of enthu- 
siasm such as I have never before witnessed in the stolid 
English countenance.

HOUSE OF COMMONS—Yesrerpar. 
On the motion for going into committee of supply, 
Mr. HORSMAN called attention to the state of our 
foreign relations, declaring'that the most anxious feeling 
prevailed abroad to know whether this country would or 
would not be faithful to ite engagements ; that he had no 
wish to embarrass the Government, but it was most 
necessary that fall information should be afforded. The 
special point on which he required information was, 
whether there had been any to the last despatch 
of M. Thouvenel, and whether that answer could be 
laid on the table. When we regarded the annexation of 
Sirov a settled matter, what is to be the policy of 
the Government in respect of the Treaty obligations in 
which we were bound? lle pointed out the aggressive 
policy of France, which was the result of a definite 
scheme, entertained from the very moment that the 
present dynasty succeeded. to power, and demanded 
that in duty to ourselves, and for the confidence of 
Europe, it was necessary to protest against the recent 
acts whereby that * was characterised 
at the present moment. It was rumoured that propo- 
sals had been made to her for the ratification of the 
Danish frontier. A map, published ten years 
ago by authority of the French Government,’ pre- 
dicted many of the changes of territory which have 
since occurred, and other still greater changes like wise 
predicted were expected to occur. The state of Ger- 
many was most critical, more especial'y as that coun- 
try presented many analogies, with the State of 
Northern Italy, before the late war, and every petty 
Court might be driven to form allfances with ce, 
and do as Sardinia had already done. Prussia was the 
barrier; but what assurance had Prussia of the sup- 
port of England ; she might barter away the Rhine tor 
some equivalent, and all the small States of German 
would gradually fall under the power of France. 
declaimed against the 1 alliance of this country 
with France. An c as the two countries were 


no longer suited France. It had begun 
by making us her dupe, and would end by 
making us her victim. Prussia on the other hand was 
a kinglom apart; but it behoved us to give her the 
confidence of a protest against the first open act of 
oppression on the part of France. Above ell things it 
was necessary to guard the neutrality of Switzerland, 
to which we were bound by the most solemn engage- 
ments; if we neglected to protect that neutrality, we 
should irretrievably disgrace ourselves in the eyes of 
Europe. For that purpose we had the assurance of the 
support of Prussia and Switzerland, in the face of 
which the French Emperor would not dare to act. He 
yielded to no one in his desire for peace; but there 
was a state of peace which was ouly an adjournment of 
war, and worse than war itself. Perhaps, in a few 
months, the most serious results might take place, and 
he had trusted that the Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
whose name was associated with the history of his coun- 
try, would not fail in his duty in this most perilous 
crisis. 

Mr. GRANT DUFF declared that at the present 
moment, when Paris was the centre of so many intrigues, 
Lord Cowley was not fit for the daties of his position, 
and had shewn himself unable to cope with the diffi- 
culties of his situation. 

Lord J. RUSSELL, after alluding to the indiscreet 
use made by Mr. Horsman of his party position, said 
that the cession of Savoy and the neutralisation of Swit- 
zerland were two very distinct questions. On the one 
hand they had the right to respect, but on the other 
the right te protest. Russia had distinctly declared 
tiis to be a matter only regarding the two sovereigns, 
iu which they had a full right to act as they thought 
proper. England had only acted in conformity with the 
law of nations, bat with the general sense of the Powers 
of Europe ; but with regard to the neutralised part of 
Savoy further discussion was requisite. The neutra- 
lisation was regarded as necessary to the peace of Swit- 
zerland, and the general policy of the European 

Powers. ‘The Emperor of the French had declared that 
he took Savoy subject to the neutrality of Switzerland. 
It became a question how this engagement was to be 
carried out, and was one so far removed from a question 
efwar that it required the coolest heads and the most 
calm examination of treaties to decide it. France had 
no objection to the conference proposed upon the sub- 
ject. The details had yet to be settled, but to the con- 
ference itself, and to the principle upon which it was to 
be founded, France made not the slightest objection. 
It would then be settled what precaution and guarantee 


- should be established for the neutrality of Switzerland,

The Rev. George Dalton then came forward, and 
addressed those present. He said it was with a certain 
sense of melancholy that he had attended the meeting, 
for the purpose of saying something on behalf of the 
society. There was, perhaps, nothing more calculated to 
enlist the sympathies of a Christian people than the 
Cause it had undertaken to forward. One friend was in 
that room who had been not merely a visiter to the East, 
but a resident there—he might almost say he for years 
wascradied amongst its people. Unless such a person, 
there was no one who could feel as he (Mr. Dalton) did 
for the contrast which was so strong between the con- 
dition and position of the women in all these Christian 
territories and the poor Orientalists. It was utterly 
impossible for the refined mind of one accustomed to 
social comforts to form a conception of the sad state 
of degradation in which the women of the East were 
found. His object in coming there that evening was to 
lay before such persons the just condition of these poor 
pe, and to impress upon them the necessity of aid- 
Aris their utmost the endeavours on foot for the ele- 
vation of their minds, and the spread of the blessed truth 
amongst them. In the East there were two hundred and 
twenty millions of women, and amongst this vast mul- 
titude not one could be found who differed in custom 
or habit from his fellow ; all were alike steeped in the 
terrible ignorance which spread like a pall over the 
land. They were treated by their husbands as so much 
useful furniture in their houses, and having slaved and 
toiled through life like cattle, they at any moment were 
subject to be told “thou art divorced”—a sentence 
which had all the effect of the most rigorous law, and 
at once dissevered them from all holy ties, and cast 
them upon the world friendless and unprotected. The 
three attributes which were sufficient to constitute 
a good and useful wife in this country were, 
first, that she should please her husband in all and 


every respect; secondly, that she should cook his food 


like a common servant; and, thirdly, that she should 


be capable of covering the walls and floors of his house 


with mud or red paint. A woman possessed of these 


abilities was considered to possess every fequisite. 


Amongst other peculiarities of the race, he might men- 


tion their love for colours. When a boy he had obtain- 
ed permission to visit the harem, and there he saw the 
groups of women sitting, painted all over with strokes of 
red and yellow. These creatures, by strict regulation, were 


vented from receiving anything which could instruct 
or be ot service to them. They were shut out from all 
intercourse with men, and walked, as was well known, 


covered in close veiling, to conceal their faces, In such 
a position of affairs as this it was easily seen that the 


main dependence of the society was upon the fe- 
male workers in its cause. Through them alone

ROLLS COURI—Yersrerpay. 

The Master of the Rolls took his seat on the bench at 11 

o'clock, for the purpose of hearing the following appeals 

from Master's orders :— 

Johnston v. Johnston; Massy v. ©’Dell ; EE v. 
Seanlan; O'Dowda v. O'Dowda; Blackwood v. M'Nally ; 
and Fisher v. Adams. ‘The crier of the court was directed 
to call over the list, but there was neither counsel nor soli- 
citor present on behalf of any one of the appellants. Counsel 
in sustainment of the Master's orders were in court, bat there 
was not any attendance on the other side. His Lordship 
struck out several of the appeals, with costs, but allowed one 
of them to be reinstated, at the same time observing 
that he had expected junior counsel would bes prepared to 
argue the Question on appeal. They had been in the Mas- 
ters office, and he thought it a very great privilege that they 
should have an opportunity, in the absence of leading coun- 
sel, ofarguing the question. ‘The non-attendance of counsel 
at the commencement of Term resulted in very serious con- 
sequences to the business of the court; its effect was to 
throw all the early matters in arrear, and oblige him to take 
them up at a very late period, He had come to the deter- 
mination for the future of striking out every case at the 
beginning of Term in which counsel failed to appear to re- 
present their clients, and he would not, without very good 
reasous were given, permit these cases to be reinstated in the 
list. It was the habit of members of the profession to get 
briefs at Nisi Prias, and in the Courts of Common Law, and 
they did not think it worth their while to condescend to ap- 
pear when required in that court. 
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COURT OF EXCHEQUER.—Yesterpar. 
(Before the full Court.) 
Lawrenson v. Hill. 
Mr. Palles, for the plaintiff, applied for a conditional order 
to set aside the verdict had for the defendant at the last 
Westmeath Assizes, and for a newtrial. The action was 
brought against a magistrate for acts alleged by him to have 
been done in discharge of his duty. The plaint contained 
two counts in trespass, in addition to other causes of action. 
The defence was a justification of the trespasses. At the trial, 
at the close of the plajntiffs case, the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice direeted the jury to tind for the defendant, on the ground 
that the plaintiff had not proved a notice of action. Counsel 
now contended that as the von -service of the notice of action 
had not been pleaded, it was unnecessary that it should be 
done, and that the Common Law Procedure Act implicitly 
repealed the 12th ection of the Magistrates Act. 
Ihe Court granted the motion. 
. Marsh v. Quinton. 
The action in this case had been tried before Mr. Baron 
Hughes, when a question arose as to whether the operation 
of the Bill of Sales Act was not excluded by the facts, and 
the action being an interpleader issue directed by the court. 
It appeared that the — Marsh was mortgagee of a 
library of a professional gentleman in Dublin, and the defen- 
dant was a judgment creditor of the same person. In an 
athdavit made by Marsh, he described himself as “ a gentle- 
wan.” Witnesses were called, who proved that he was a 
dealer in articles of jewellery, and, by the terms of the Bill 
of Sales Act, it was required that in the making of an affida- 
vit at and proper description should be set forth. The real 
question in the case was, whether or not the bill of sale was, 
under the circumstances, a good one. The learned judge who 
tried the case had directed a verdict for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Ball, Q.C., on behalf of the defendant, now came into 
court to obtain a corditional order for a new trial, en the 
ground of misdirection. 
The motion was granted. | 
Peebles v. Nash. 
Mr. Norman, Q.C., applied to the court for a conditional 
order to set aside the verdict had by the defendant, before 
the Solicitor-General, at Tyrone, on the ground of its being 
against the weight of evidence. No objection was taken 
to the judge's charge. The action was brought for oral 
slander, ‘The learned counsel having detailed the facts, 
The Court refused the motion. 
Haffield e. M‘ Kenzie. 
The Chief Baron delivered a lengthened and able judg- 
ment in this case. Application had been made last term 
for a new trial, the action having been instituted by a medi- 
cal gentleman to recover the amount of fees for professional 
attendance on the defendant. ‘Lhe evidence below had 
been that the plaintiff was not a registered practitioner, 
under the provisions of the Medical Registration Act, 
previous to the time of trial, but subsequently to 
the time of the attendance on his patient, and the 
question in the case was, whether this was a sufficient com- 
pliance with the statute, so as to enable the plaintiff to re- 
cover, 
The Court held that the registration of the plaintiff 
previous to the trial was a sufficient compliance with the 
statute, and discharged the conditional order for a new trial 
obtained by the defendant, and allowed the cause shown, with 
costs,

were throwing away their money, and labouring in vain, 
as no fruit had been produced. But the society laboured 
in faith, and sent out Bible after Bible, and what did 
they at present witness? Everywhere throughout the 
length and breadth of that land they would find the 
readers of the Gospel. If they went into any province 
along the Swedish coast they would see in the cottage 
ofevery humble: peasant a copy of the Sacred Book, which 
the friends of that society had hel to send out.
